Confronting the Crisis 


The City's Unified Homelessness Response Center (UHRC) is reaching out to share information about the inclement weather 
and rain event that is expected to begin tomorrow, Tuesday, November 19th, that will impact individuals experiencing 
homelessness. 

The National Weather Service (NWS) is forecasting between 1/4 and 3/4 inches of rain throughout the City tomorrow and the potential 
for temperatures in the low 50s. 

Today, in preparation for inclement weather, the Los Angeles Homeless Services Authority (LAHSA) and LAPD HOPE units partnered 
to provide proactive notification to individuals experiencing homelessness in at-risk areas with a history of flooding, including riverbeds, 
washes and catch basins, and creeks to warn unsheltered residents about the coming rains and cold temperatures and to encourage 
individuals to identify safer locations. In total, these teams achieved the following outreach numbers: 

• Sepulveda Basin - 7 contacts 

• Hansen Dam / Tujunga Wash - 5 contacts 

• Arroyo Seco - 15 contacts 

• LA River in Los Feliz - 10 contacts 

• Ballona Creek - 0 contacts 

• Pacoima Wash - 0 contacts 

Beginning tonight, the UHRC will be activated on duty officer status at the number below. Tomorrow, the UHRC will fully deploy 
the CARE program with normal operations; however, teams will be ready to adjust to the City's 'Rainy Day Protocol' should weather 
conditions change. LAHSA will conduct outreach in these high-priority areas no matter the weather. 

Finally, if weather or rain conditions worsen, the UHRC will coordinate closely with homeless outreach providers, law enforcement, and 
first responders to ensure the safety of unhoused Angelenos.
